AIDS Calgary is in the final leg of preparations for its | 1th Annual Calgary AIDS Walk 
For Life, part of a national campaign to raise money to support prevention and educa- 
tion programs for people who are at risk for, affected by, and infected with HIV/AIDS. 
Other walks are scheduled across the country in Vancouver, Toronto, Edmonton, 
Winnipeg and Halifax. Each city’s walk is unique and organizers of the Calgary AIDS 
Walk are hoping to continue its history of impressive fundraising on Sunday, September 
25th. 


Last year, more than $75,000 dollars was raised with the help of !,200 walkers, 
thirty-eight teams and 100 volunteers. Susan Cress, executive director of AIDS Calgary 
Awareness Association, is hoping for an even better turnout this year. “It’s our goal to 
raise $100,000 and have !,300 to 1,400 walkers,” she says. 


A large focus is being placed on the participation of teams in this year’s AIDS Walk. 
“Teams are really important to us in terms of the success of the walk,” Cress stresses. 
Any size group can register as a team in the walk and, in the past, families, co-workers 
and friends have joined forces to collect pledges and challenge other teams, which has 
helped boost donations dramatically. As a way of thanking the teams for the success of 
the event, prizes will be awarded to both the largest and the most outrageous teams. 

As well, gathering individual pledges is obviously key to a fundraising event like this. 
Aside from awarding a prize for the most pledges, AIDS Calgary has made it even easier 
for participants to request pledges to the walk. For the first time in the Calgary AIDS 
Walk’s history, online services have been made available for participants to assist them 
in preparations for the walk. 

“You can register [online] and accept pledges. You can e-mail a pledge request to 
everyone in your contact list,’ explains AIDS Calgary’s Communications and 
Development Team Leader Kristi Baron. “It’s a really easy way to participate in the 
AIDS Walk.”

The Calgary AIDS Walk is open to people wishing to walk, run or rollerblade and the 
route is entirely wheelchair accessible. Entertainment will also be provided along the 
course. 


AIDS Calgary is pulling out all the stops in order to ensure a successful event. The 
Walk for Life is the last fundraiser of this scope for the year and needs to gather money 
for various programs in the community. In fact, Susan Cress confided that an invitation 
to the walk will be sent to Brad Pitt on the off-chance that he may be in the area and 
available in-between shooting his latest movie, The Assassination of Jesse James. 


Possible movie-star sightings aside, a successful Calgary AIDS Walk will help commu- 
nity outreach programs, education and many other services provided by the agency. 
Kristi Baron assures us that “...the money is going to go towards our AIDS Calgary 
prevention and education programs that reach out to all Calgary communities. The 
majority of proceeds remain in Calgary and area.”

Despite some vestigial conservatism, as Calgary grows and matures it seems to be 
developing a positive international reputation. For the first time, in the Alberta’s centennial 
year no less, the city of Calgary will play host to not one, but two large international gay 
organizations that have chosen to hold their annual events here on the strength of our own 
local resources and people. 


The first, coming up in October (Thursday the 20th through Saturday the 23rd), is the 
International Gay Rodeo Association’s (IGRA) annual convention, sponsored by the 
cowboys and cowgirls of the Alberta Rockies Gay Rodeo Association (ARGRA). Although 
it is an international organization, this is a first for |GRA —the convention has never been 
held outside the US since the organization's inception in 1985. And they couldn’t have 
made a beter choice than the home of the “greatest outdoor show on Earth”. Of course, 
by “greatest outdoor show”, we are referring to ARGRA’s annual Canadian Rockies 
International Rodeo, part of the North American gay rodeo circuit and one of southern 
Alberta’s most anticipated pre-Stampede events. 


“We're quite excited about bringing the IGRA Convention to Calgary,’ says Convention 
Director Alan Frank. “There will be over 150 delegates from the U.S., plus our local 
delegates and all of their spouses, here in Calgary. We have full support from Tourism 
Calgary, Tourism Alberta and the City of Calgary, too.”

though Alberta has a reputation as being the one of the most conservative and gay- 
unfriendly parts of Canada, we can still garner official recognition, perhaps indicating that the 
real-life diversity of Alberta’s community defies the stereotypes, too. It will be interesting 
for local participants in these events to see Calgary through our guests’ eyes. 


It’s hard to over-estimate the impact that high-profile organizations like these can have 
on the Calgary community. If for no other reason than Albertans have a healthy respect for 
the bottom line—a not-insignificant amount of American dollars will be injected into the 
Calgary economy and money has a way of garnering tolerance. 


More importantly, all indications are that our local committees have planned first- 
rate—even innovative—events, the success of which will surely improve how other gay 
North Americans view Alberta. Furthermore, both gatherings are large enough to draw 
some visibility from the Calgary community at large, perhaps allowing some of our more 
conservative neighbours to see GLBT Calgarians in a slightly different light, building a 
groundwork for greater social change. 


Fortunately, we don’t really need to get that deep into the socio-politics of it; all we have 
to do is get out and have a good time. Isn't it great when social activism is more about play 
than work? Thanks to the IGRA Convention 2005 and the IGBO Mid-Year 2005 commit- 
tees for all their effort—we truly appreciate it!

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Dennis Garnhum: direction in life

| first met Dennis Garnhum back in the late-’80s at the University of Victoria; | was 
just entering the Theatre department and he was on his way out, having completed his 
degree requirements with a major in directing. In a brief collaboration for an opera he 
was directing in the Faculty of Music (I built him a model of a house and an old-fashioned 
microphone, much like the one on Letterman’s desk), | could tell that Garnhum had set 
his sights firmly on a career in the theatre, a : 
decision that, on the financial security scale, 
falls somewhere just slightly above running 
away to join the circus. True, there are some : 
who can make a ‘go’ of it, given the right | 
amounts of persistence, persuasion and 
perspiration. Garnhum, it turns out, was one 
of those people, and | admire him for it— 
particularly since | bailed out within months | 
of convocation. Over the years, | have seen | 
his name pop up in the media, associated first | 
with smaller shows in Toronto, then bigger 
and more prestigious stints such as the Shaw 
and Stratford festivals. He was working | 
comfortably on a freelance basis in New York : 
when opportunity knocked: namely a chance | 
at a more permanent role as the Artistic 
Director of Theatre Calgary. 


Theatre Calgary's new Artistic 
“It’s funny: | put a lot of effort into getting Director, Dennis Garnhum 
a work visa and the day it came through | said to 

somebody, ‘Now watch, my dream job will come along’. And the next day there was the 
[Theatre Calgary] job posting,’ Garnhum tells me over the phone from his cottage in 
Ontario’s lake country. “I didn’t think | was quite done [in New York], but this job oppor- 
tunity was just too good to pass up. This presents a great challenge; it makes me use my 
brain in a different way. I’ve directed enough plays professionally to know the routine, so 
now I’m looking for the next challenge. | actually always wanted to be an artistic 
director—I just got derailed a bit by having a freelance career that was better than 


” 


expected! 


Despite the fact that he is immensely qualified for the position, Garnhum now faces 
two major challenges. First, he must live up to the hype-driven expectations created by 
the flurry of media attention that occurred when he was named to the position. Second, 
and certainly the less fleeting of the two, will be assuming the mantle from his longtime 
predecessor, lan Prinsloo, whose contract was not renewed at the end of last season 
amidst great outcry from the artistic community both in Calgary and beyond. Although 
| don’t want to contribute to the Dennis-as-messiah media-hype, | will say that if anyone 
can pull this one off, it’s him. : 


“| think Theatre Calgary is unshakable now, and has such confidence. I’m not going to 
mess with that,’ Garnhum stresses. “All the people involved have done such a remark- 
able job over the past eight years, bringing it to that place of confidence on all fronts. 
Theatre Calgary is in such an enviable position; | just think it’s poised for greatness. | think 
my role now is to say ‘Hey, I’m coming in from the outside with a new perspective—how 
can we improve upon what’s already being done?’”. 


Although both he and his partner Bruce are excited to be able to establish some roots 
in Calgary, Garnhum is quick to point out that he hasn’t taken himself out of the freelance 
loop entirely. “Being able to take on some other work is actually part of my contract and, 
frankly,an expectation on the part of the [Theatre Calgary] board,” he says. “I knew that, 
when | went down to the States, | wasn’t leaving Canada, | was adding New York. Now | 
want to add Calgary to that; to New York and everything else I’ve done and will do.” 


Indeed, to walk away from the connections he has made in the U.S. would be sheer 
folly, particularly since Garnhum has managed to gently establish a bit of a Canadian sensi- 
bility in Manhattan’s fiercely competitive scene. “Canada has a different style than 
America, and Canadian theatre tends to be more subtle, a little more unassuming; 
whereas American productions, more often than not, are kind of in-your-face, loud and 
brash,” he says. “It’s been interesting directing in the States recently, watching my 
Canadian sensibilities be applied to American actors—and see how much they’re 
attracted to that notion. They’re not used to it. | think one thing that is quintessentially 
Canadian is our wit, and | think that is something we'll always have associated with 
Canadian theatre.” 
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In chatting with Garnhum it becomes apparent that, despite the vast opportunities the 
U.S. can afford a man in his position, he doesn’t see it as the be-all and end-all of his 
career. Unlike others who run stateside and stay put, Garnhum seems content to use his 
recent breakthroughs there—and other places—as dashes of flavour in a distinctly 
Canadian stew.

“| love to think of myself as a Canadian in New York, and | love being that,” he says. 
love Americans and working in America, but I’m really proud to be a Canadian, whether 
I’m working there or not. In a way,| think I’ve become more Canadian by living in New 
York.” 


Artistic sensibilities aside, one thing that really does make Garnhum stand out south of 
the 49th parallel is the fact that he is married. “I’ve not met a person who hasn’t said 
‘Fantastic’. It’s funny, because we can’t quite find the right term—I mean, I’m not too 
worried about the wording, but | do want to make it clear that | am married. | have a 
ring on my finger, 150 people attended [the wedding], our two seventy-year-old mothers 
walked us down the aisle; this is a happy truth that | feel should be acknowledged. | live 
a quiet life but | don’t hide the fact that | am married to a man,’ he says. “Now all of my 
American friends want to marry someone and move to Canada. They keep saying “Why 
are you here? Go home!’” 


As many know, home life is something that can be adversely affected by the rigors and 
rigmarole of freelance work, particularly in an industry as far-flung as professional theatre. 
Despite this, Garnhum says he and his husband/partner/spouse/soulmate are up to the 
challenge. “If you’re lucky, like me, you find the ideal partner,” he says. “I have been career- 
driven all my life, but five years ago | realized | could have my cake and eat it, too. And so 
| latched onto a man who loves the theatre but doesn’t work in it. This is fantastic. 


“He has been my biggest supporter, so I’ve been able to live a life of travelling and 
commuting without it being a problem. | did a concert in Thailand two years ago and we 
made a trip out of it. Whenever | do a show, he’s always there. | think everything is 
possible. I’m a big believer in marriage and commitment and having things work.” 


Having things work in all aspects of his life—particularly the professional ones—has 
never seemed improbable or impossible to Garnhum, although he is always the first to 
say that making a sincere effort is key to any kind of success. “When you look at my 
career it appears to have been perfectly planned and easy. And, of course, nothing has 
been planned or easy!” he laughs. “I have been blessed with some amazing opportunities 
and things coming along at just the right time. There was also a phase where, in some 
critiques of my work, people were less than kind, but it’s really all about cycles. Things 
come around. To be quite honest, in some 
ways all of this is unfolding-the way | hoped 
it would.”

For others considering a similar career 
path, Garnhum is keen to offer encourage- 
ment, although his advice can be applied to 
pretty much anything. “I think what 
everyone needs to do is find passion in 
their life. If it’s theatre, go for it. If it’s 
something else, go for that. You'll find out 
soon enough if something really isn’t your 
passion, believe me,” he says. “I sweated 
out many years of my youth ‘paying’ to 
work—doing jobs for free, living out of a 
suitcase and all that stuff. But that always 
seemed kind of fun; it was part of the 
adventure. | would encourage anyone to 
pursue theatre if they want to. It’s not 
exactly in the realm of logic, it’s in the 
realm of the heart. If your heart responds 
to something—anything—then you really 
just have to go for it.” ;

Glamorized by Friends, immortalized by Scorsese and even accessorized by the ladies of 
Sex and the City, Manhattan is certainly a survivor, and continues to flourish with each 
season on Broadway. Writers, artists and musicians are often inspired to create their best 
works in the Big Apple and it’s certainly not hard to see why. The city is alive with energy 
and bustle. The overwhelming sense of community that reportedly developed post-9-| | 
has waned a bit: car horns are an incessant soundtrack, as always, and most drivers still lack 
all courtesy. In truth, though, if you want “new age love”, you should head to California. 
People venture to New York City for the chaos, not the calm, and the spectacle, not the 
serenity. 


And spectacular it still is, in every respect. Each view inspires a gasp—a diner that 
served Sarah Jessica Parker’s Carrie Bradshaw, a seat occupied by Today’s Matt Lauer or 
even a café frequented by Jack, Karen, Will and Grace. A simple cab ride through Midtown 
becomes a scenic tour. 


Cabs are a great source of transportation in a city whose gas and parking prices make 
even the town’s reigning king, Donald Trump, question the bottom line. But the subway is 
for the real people—and tourists alike. A seven-day MetroCard is available from 
automated vending machines at most major stops on the various Manhattan lines. The pass 
costs only $24 (a one way commute is $2 in itself) and allows for unlimited rides—possibly 
saving you hundreds in travel expenses throughout your stay. New Yorkers use it at every 
hour of the day, and you can generally feel safe on the system (despite some tourist fears) 
even in the wee hours of the morning. Ensure, though, that you know the difference 
between Uptown and Downtown or you may end 
up in Brooklyn when you were headed to Central 
Park. 


Navigating the borough of Manhattan is gener- 
ally the first concern because sites-to-see are 
spread throughout all of the island’s many colourful 
neighbourhoods. 


The gay village in Chelsea is one of the most 
vibrant. Full of trendy eateries, busy bars and hip 
lounges, it’s certainly worth a visit. The Four Points 
Sheraton on 25th is an affordable chain hotel in the 
area—if you book early. Its rooms (like most 
hotels in the space-deprived city) are limited in 
size, but its central location more than compen- 
_ sates. As well, a number of gay-owned and - 
operated bed and breakfasts are available in 
Chelsea. But beyond the accommodation is where the 
fun awaits. 


Welcome to the Chelsea 
Village, where all signs point 


to... fabulousness 


The trendiest restaurant on 7th Avenue at the moment is Elmo. Situated in the heart 
of Chelsea, it serves the hip and boisterous glam-crowd with pricey cocktails and mood 
lighting. The blood orange cosmos and raspberry crush cocktails are a perfect beginning 
to a busy night. 


Many other nearby lounges and bars also do brisk business. Rawhide, on the corner of 
8th Avenue and 21st Street, is far more down-to-earth. It’s like the quiet cousin of Chelsea 
bars: darker, more reserved and anything-but-ostentatious. Part the heavy curtains at the 
door, head on in, and you may just catch one of the nightly strippers dancing on the bar. 
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You can also be certain you'll get a drink that will ensure the night keeps rolling along 
nicely. 

G Lounge is for the stand and model crowd; with its sleek design, ample seating and 
rounded bar, the whole thing appears to have been developed for a Beyonce video or a 
backdrop in Sex and the City. The same could be said about XL on | 6th Street—aquite liter- 
ally. The bar advertises “never a cover” but one doubts that’s why Carrie et al ended up at 
this gay nightspot in an episode of their fourth season. Any loyal fan will recognize the giant 
fish tank and unisex bathroom that Samantha found so intriguing. 


Regardless of primetime film shoots, when it comes to dancing, Splash Bar (or SBNY for 
short) is where the “cool kids” go. There is cover on most nights, but it’s reasonable by 
New York standards. The bar is divided into a hip dance club on the main floor, with two 
large circular bars to serve the energetic party boys that attend, and a smaller, more 
relaxed downstairs bar. 


If you’d rather investigate the seedier side of 
New York life, the East Village is the place to be on 
a Saturday night. A dinner experience like no 
other can be had at Lucky Cheng’s on Ist Avenue 
between Ist and 2nd Streets. The restaurant 
upstairs (not to be confused with the bar in the 
basement) is a shock to those who come unpre- 
pared. Pop a Tylenol and prime for a party. The 
dinner theatre is explosive, with the acerbic banter 
of fierce drag queens and regular lap dances that 
are full of such gymnastics even Mary Lou Retton 
would fail to keep up. An angelic balloon artist may 
even approach your table but don’t be fooled—his 
creations are always of a ‘certain’ nature, one that 
you couldn’t possible tell Mom about. Above all 
else, come with a good sense of humour—within 
moments of her opening schtick, the reigning diva 
on a recent evening in August assailed tables with 
jabs about guests’ ethnicities, sexual orientations, 
age and size, in a brash and hilarious (if politically 
incorrect) manner. 


How fortunate! Scoring

Close by are The Urge and The Hole—both New York traditions. Bars in any city are 
seldom darker or more ominous than The Hole. In fact, you feel as though you don’t enter 
it as much as you descend into it. Exposed concrete walls, filthy floors and leaky, graffiti- 
covered bathrooms are run-of-the-mill here and there is as much a lack of attitude as there 
is a lack of inhibition inside. 


Giuliani strived hard, during his years as Mayor in the 1990s, to ensure tourists saw a 
cleaner side of New York. While The Hole is one extreme, Times Square is another. The 
makeover of the area is often referred to as it’s “Disney-fication” and it shows. Closely 
located bars Barrage and Posh are both immaculate and full of people who appear to have 
stepped out of magazine ads. They’re pumiced and prettied but not poor: a frozen cosmo 
(a NYC tradition) will set you back $8 at Posh, though happy hour prices and daily specials 
at both bars help keep the travel budget intact. 


Christopher Street is another beacon of gay culture in the city. Located in Greenwich 
yp Village, the street boasts a 
number of unique shops and 
boutiques. It also ends right at 
the water’s edge, at the Hudson 
River Park more precisely. The 
small peninsula of green space is 
used as a beach by locals, many 
of whom possess the gym- 
perfect bodies and shaved heads 
that seem typical of the current 
“Chelsea Boy” look.

No trip to the city would be 
complete without a visit to 
Stonewall—the birthplace of the 
gay rights movement. The Stonewall Bar, site of 1969's 
infamous riots following the death of screen legend Judy Garland, is as inconspicuous as 
they come: a simple brick building across from the tiny Christopher Park. Its history is 
what makes it worth a visit; if ever there was a gay pilgrimage, it would surely wind up 
there.

Or at Century 21. On the lighter side of New York history is the department store like 
no other. Century 21 is a virtual must-see for serious shoppers and locals who know 
where to find a bargain. Though it requires massive searching through its inventory for 


true gems, the store excels at selling designer clothing and , :

accessories for bargain basement prices. Be warned, 


though: the claim professed on each and every shopping bag 

that the location is “New York’s Best Kept Secret” is now 
horribly wrong. In fact, it’s the worst kept secret since Rosie O’Donnell’s big revelation. 
Crowds can be huge, but the store opens at 7:45 a.m. on Mondays so get there early to 
secure the best deals—and even sizes. There are no fitting rooms for men—unless you 
are trying on suits. Women are a tad more fortunate, although they have to wait in huge 
lines. Less busy, thankfully, is the shoe department. The selection of men’s, women’s and 
children’s footwear is so extensive it requires its own two-storey building—referred to as 
the Store Annex and located just next door. 


If you'd prefer to stay in Midtown for the day, the Plaza Hotel is now closed to looky- 
loos as it renoyates to become a high-end residence/hotel/retail structure. Central Park, 
across the street, provides a welcome break from the city’s concrete jungle. This 
legendary greenspace stretches out over 843 acres and offers a number of attractions and 
sites, including Strawberry Fields (immortalized by John Lennon’s famous tune) and the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art. 


Just blocks away, one of the city’s other famed galleries, the Museum of Modern Art, is 
now re-opened after an extensive renovation that lasted more than a year. The MoMA is 
greatly expanded and features exceptional photographs by American legends Diane Arbus 
and William Wegman, as well as paintings and sculptures by artists as diverse and 
enthralling as Matisse, Picasso and the quintessential New Yorker, Andy Warhol. One can’t 
leave without viewing Van Gogh’s famed Starry Night and Warhol’s iconic Campbell’s Soup 
Cans. But leave the flash photography at home. As with most museums in the world, the 
staff will frown upon those who utilize a flash, as it may damage sensitive works. 


If viewing the classics and strolling through the Park work up an appetite, exceptional 
dining is available in Midtown as well. Tao, a pan-Asian dining experience unlike any other, 
is located just blocks away on East 58th. The open, airy restaurant features a hugely high 
ceiling, a giant Buddha statue and a lush Koi pond that acts as the centerpiece of the entire 
layout. It’s serene, if a bit showy. The cost of all of this grandeur is not passed on to the 
public—at least at lunch. The fixed price midday menu features a three-course meal for 
just over $20 per person. And the selections, including wok-seared sirloin or glazed 
salmon, will leave you full well into the evening. 


Finally, as the day winds down, the lights of the Great White Way go up. Wicked, 
currently beginning a North American tour, is still the critical darling of Broadway, with 
exceptional music by Stephen Schwartz and a surprisingly moving story of the Land of Oz 
before Dorothy and her troop came marching along. The Golden Girls’ Rue McClanahan and 
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stage legend Ben Vereen currently appear in 
the cast—to rousing cheers each night. 


Christina Applegate saved what seemed like 
a doomed production of Sweet Charity after 
her star power drew crowds following a 
problem-plagued prep. Other top produc- 
tions currently playing include the Tony- 
winning Monty Python’s Spamalot, featuring Tim 
Curry and David Hyde Pierce, and critical 
favourite The 25th Annual Putnam County 
Spelling Bee. A musical re-telling of Alice 
Walker’s The Color Purple, as well as shows 
headlined by Julia Roberts and Harry Connick 
Jr. are all headed to New York in the coming 
months for what promise to be great runs if * 
early buzz is any indication. 


Like Century 21, Broadway’s TKTS is 
another supposed “secret” on the tourist 
map. The ticket company—which sells day-of e 
,passes at huge discounts—is located in the heart of Tinie 
Square, as well as at the South Street Seaport. The problem, 
though, is that line-ups often last hours and the best seats, as well as the best shows, are 
often unavailable.

These promotional codes are avail- 
able for free at sites like www.BroadwayBox.com and offer discounts of up to forty 
percent on current shows. Simply locate the show your're interested in, retrieve the appro- 
priate code, enter it online with the official ticketing agency and you're done. This way, 
you'll see the show you want without wasting hours of your precious vacation time in line. 

Every minute counts in New York City—for residents and for tourists. The many fasci- 
nating neighbourhoods have much to offer whether your trip is primarily for culture, for 
clubbing or for couture. It’s the cosmopolitan nature of the town that makes it easy to see 
why so many consider it the centre of the universe. Even if that’s no longer a secret.

The changing tide of Pride

It used to be that having a politician come out in support of gay rights was 
newsworthy. Nowadays, when most politicians try to achieve at least the appearance 
of broad-mindedness and tolerance, it is those who take active stands against gay 
rights that make the news. In July, a commissionaire in St. John’s Newfoundland 
refused to raise the rainbow flag celebrating Gay Pride Week. The reaction was swift: 
the commissionaire was transferred out of City Hall, Mayor Andy Wells stepped in to 
raise the flag himself and issued a strongly worded statement that such discrimination 
was intolerable behaviour. The city’s gay community greeted the mayor’s response 
with enthusiasm while other city officials were nearly tripping over each other to 
make public statements condemning the commissionaire’s action. 


One wonders if the same reaction would have taken place in New Brunswick 
where, in June, the provincial government introduced Bill 76 An act to Amend the 
Marriage Act, which would allow any civil servant of the province the right to refuse 
to marry same-sex couples if such a marriage would go against that person’s religious 
beliefs. The provincial government tried to squeeze the bill through before the 
summer recess and would have succeeded if not for the efforts of Elizabeth Weir, the 
NDP member from Saint John who, through a procedural loophole, was able to block 
having the bill called before the Assembly session ended. Premier Bernard Lord, 
however, has stated his intention to bring the bill back for the fall sitting of the 
Legislative Assembly. Such a bill, if passed, would not make same-sex marriage illegal 
for queer New Brunswickers—just not very accessible. This is a contemptible 
attempt to side-step equality for New Brunswick’s GLBT citizens. 


Gay inhabitants of the Picture Province could be forgiven for getting discouraged 
with the quality of their politicians. Remember Brad Woodside, the mayor of 
Fredericton, who for more than a decade refused to declare Gay Pride Week until 
ordered to do so by the New Brunswick Human Rights Commission? And how many 
still feel haunted by the legacy of Elsie Wayne—she of the sparkly sweaters and acid 
tongue? Yes, politically, New Brunswick is like the Atlantic Provinces’ version of 
Alberta—just without the oil money or cowboy hats. 


However, the people of New Brunswick have always shown themselves to be much 
more kind-hearted and generous of spirit than their elected officials. This was clearly 
evident in Saint John where, on June | supporters, friends and family of the local 
queer community gathered to join in the Rainbow Peace March as part of the Cross 
Canada observance of National Day Against Homophobia. Under clear skies and with 
a stiff breeze off the Bay of Fundy, the marchers were greeted by smiles and the 
supportive honking of horns. 


In Prince Edward Island, Premier Pat Binns marked the province’s support of 
National Day Against Homophobia by raising the Rainbow Flag (See the trend here, 
Premier Lord?). A variety of speakers took part in a well-attended rally at the 
Confederation Centre, where they noted the need to ensure that Prince Edward 
Island is a place where diversity is celebrated and where all people may feel safe. As 
illustration that work still needs to be done, master of ceremonies Ainsley Kendrick 
held up a rally poster that someone had defaced with the words “Fags Die”. 


Still, nothing can hold back the rising tide of Pride on the east coast. In Halifax, 
home of the largest Pride celebrations in the Atlantic Provinces, Gay Pride has 
become so popular and draws so many people to the city that the cost of holding the 
Pride Parade has gone up higher than a drag queen’s hair. 


Participation in the Pride March has gone from three or four hundred people in 
the early ‘90s to more than 6,000 people this past July. Roughly the same number of 
people are waiting down on the waterfront at Sackville Landing, where the parade 
finishes and the next phase of celebration begins. Police estimate between 10,000 
and 15,000 spectators line the route to snap pics, wave flags and cheer the rainbow 
revellers. 


It has become a huge event and this is where the problem lies. The size of the 
crowd and the length of the parade route has necessitated a larger police force to 
block roads and handle traffic. In addition, certain sections of the city are effectively 
closed during the parade, which halts bus service and other traffic. In March of this 
year, only a few months before the Parade, Halifax Regional Municipality announced 
that the Pride Committee would have to come up with nearly $6,000 more than last 
year to cover expenses! A serious blow to a financially strapped committee staffed 
by volunteers. The answer would seem to be increased funding by corporations and 
other businesses who benefit from the crowds who come into the city for Pride 
Week, and/or more support from government agencies like the Department of 
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‘different high schools from all over the province.

For now, the show will go on! Not only was there financial support but even active 
participation in the parade from some corporate sponsors—Air Canada’s inflatable 
airplanes were wonderfully camp and fun. Banks, government offices, political parties 
and churches are all joining the gay bandwagon these days, some through genuine 
recognition of the value of diversity, and some because of financial self-interest. 


The debate will continue about the value of Pride celebrations: Do we need them? 
Have they had their day? Whom do they represent? | personally think they are like 
family reunions or tribal rituals, necessary noisy declarations after long years of 
silence and just plain fun.

“The other good thing 
about a film festival is that it provides a great place for community members to get together 
and socialize,’ says Wyatt. “The lobby of the IMAX theatre is a perfect place to meet and 
to discuss what they've seen. It’s a good way to meet like-minded people.” W

And 
neither does the film Harry and Max, which 
doesn’t so much tackle the subject of incest as 
play a game of touch football with it.

BROTHERS Like 
NO OTHERS. 


This recent release from writer/director 
Christopher Munch tells the tale of two 
brothers named—you guessed it—Harry and 
Max, a pair of pop stars on somewhat different 
career paths who share a deep, dark secret. Ten 
minutes into the film, that secret is revealed 
when younger brother Max goes down on Harry while they’re camped out in a pup 
tent. As plot turns go, subtle it ain’t, but you can’t really expect subtlety after 
watching the preceding ten minutes of ham-handed exposition while the boys drive 
themselves up into the mountains for this first “revelation”. And, once Max has done 
the deed, the film follows his lead and goes down itself, with astonishing clumsiness 
and speed. 


Although | knew full well what | was getting myself into when | chose to review 
this title, it still didn’t soften the blow any (ha-ha—get it?) once the film got down 
to business. That it deals with a bit of brother-on-brother carnal action might come 
as a bit of a shock for unsuspecting renters, particularly since the synopsis on the 
store’s own DVD container reads “Two pop star brothers from a dysfunctional 
family share a deep affection for one another.’ Huh? That’s like summing up The 
Silence of the Lambs by saying “A young FBI cadet’s career is advanced when she 
meets a brilliant yet quirky gourmet.”

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It would be easy, of course, to lay the lion’s share of the blame at the feet of this 
film’s two young stars, Bryce Johnson (Harry), who is best known for his role in the 
short-lived cult TV hit Popular, and relative unknown Cole Williams (Max). Of the 
two, Williams is the weakest, although Johnson won't need to free up shelf space for 
an Oscar anytime soon, either. Unfortunately, when a film takes on such a contro- 
versial topic as this, it is essential to have an outstanding cast in order to give the 
subject matter the weight it deserves. Sadly, neither Williams nor Johnson is up to 
the task, and this is the kind of celluloid gamble that can break a career. On the 
acting front, the best thing about the movie is Rain Phoenix (as Harry’s ex) and she’s 
only in it for a sum total of about fourteen minutes. Which, at a running time of 
seventy-four minutes, at least prevents this film from being a waste of an hour. 
Michelle Phillips (looking kind of like the “after” picture of Sally Struthers, were she 
to appear on Extreme Makeover) also has a brief cameo as the boys’ overbearing 
mother. 


Even more important than the cast on a project like this is a solid and workable 
script, and in this particular case, Christopher Munch’s efforts could have easily 
caused Hollywood’s best to stumble and fall in very short order. | think the problem 
lies mainly with the fact that Harry and Max is a bit glib as gay incest films go— 
although | have to admit that it’s the first I’ve ever seen if such a genre exists. 
Nonetheless, when it comes to sharing a story, the responsibility for communicating 
ideas falls on the shoulders of the writer even more so than the director. In fairness 
to Mr. Munch, | have to say the film itself is directed as well as it could be, but with 
a shaky pair of leads and truly awful script, the project was doomed from the start. 


With Harry and Max, the incest theme seems almost insufficient, a cheap bit of 
titillation that offers little in the way of insight or even intrigue in these characters’ 
lives. In some ways, the fact that this is a same-sex scenario opens the door to a 
wider exploration of ideas, as the absence of reproductive potential removes one 
major stigma associated with such relationships in the heterosexual world. | think 
the movie actually could have been more powerful with the two title characters 
portrayed as close and candid gay siblings, as opposed to Tweedledum and 
Tweedlediddle—although the ‘wow’ (or ‘ick’) factor certainly would have been 
lacking in such a version. Then again, perhaps Munch’s film relies too heavily on that 
wow/ick factor and that is why it ultimately fails. 


Lest anyone think I’m taking a prudish stance on all this, let me assure you that 
I’m not. When | was younger, one of the first gay books | read was Edmund White's 


- The Boys on the Rock, a novel in which two peripheral characters, gay male twins, 


shared a similar intimacy to Harry and Max. In that instance, there was a sweetness 
to the union, a sense that the two were so connected that they could not—and did 
not want to—share their lives with anyone but each other. Although they didn’t last 
as a couple because of forces beyond their control, it was clear that there could be 
an argument made for their relationship, particularly given the almost supernatural 
bond they shared. There is no such bond in Harry and Max, just the rationales of 
lust and familiarity, neither of which can stand up to scrutiny in such a controversial 
framework. This is particularly disappointing, as | am always up for a good “values 
challenge” when it comes to cinema. Hell, 
if Kissed could convince people that 
necrophilia was not without its merits, 
then surely anything is possible in the land 


Cruise of the living. 


Despite all its drawbacks, however, | 
must point out that Harry and Max can be 
quite funny and entertaining if you view it 
with your mind in the gutter and ear open 
for anything even approaching double 
entendre. | know it wasn’t intended to be 
viewed in such a way when the project 
was “greenlighted”, but at least it helps 
make worthwhile the hour-and-a-quarter 
you'll lose and likely not get back in your 
life. As for covering the cost of the rental, 
| hear collecting empty pop bottles can be 
quite lucrative...
